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was ordered to be placed in the hands of the Conference Stew- 
ards to be divided among the Conference claimants. 

Dr. Eaton represented the interests of the Book Con- 
cern. He also presented to the Conference a draft for 
$2,216 00, its share of the profits of the Book Concern. The 
draft was accepted, the sum ordered to be distributed among 
the Conference claimants, and a vote of thanks was tendered 
the agents for their attention to the publishing interests of the 
church. 

A draft for $22.00 from the Chartered Fund, and one for 
S30.00 from the Board of Trustees of the M. E. Church, repre- 
senting the share of this Conference in the estates of Mrs. 
Attillia F. Christman and Mrs, Caroline Clark, were presented 
by Bishop Cranston and ordered signed. 

It was moved to amend the rules of the Conference relative 
to the time of meeting, so as to have them conform to the pro- 
gram of the session, which announces a devotional service 
from eight to nine. 

J. IV. Mitchell was granted leave of absence till to-morrow 
evening. 

F. H. Townsend was appointed agent to secure subscrip- 
tions for the 2Iethodist Review. 

Announcements were made, the Doxology was sung, and 
the Benediction was pronounced by Dr. Kynett. 



SECOND DAY— Thursday 



Port Huron, Thursday, Sept. 16th, 1897. 

The Conference met at 8.00 a. 3I., and after an hour’s de- 
votional service conducted b}’^ Joseph Smith, of the Phil- 
adelphia Conference, the journal of Wednesday’s session was 
read and approved. 

A. E. Johns was appointed to canvass the Conference for 
subscribers for The Gospel in all Lands. 
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A. Wood and J. Goss were excused, on account of funerals, 
until Saturday morning. 

A recess was ordered for the purpose of holding the annual 
session of the Corporate Conference. L. E. Fiske, President 
of the corporate body, took the chair. Seth Eeed, Secretary, 
presented the following report of the Board of Trustees : 

The Trustees of the Detroit Conference held their annual meet- 
ing in Detroit, Sept. 13th, 1897. The report of the Treasurer as ex- 
amined and approved by the Auditing Committee, showed the assets 
of the “ Winter’s Fund” in principal and interest to be $16,127.09, 
consisting of deeds, mortgages, notes, certificates of deposit and cash. 

The Board recommended that $1,000 from the interest account 
be paid to the interest account of the Superannuated Preachers’ Aid 
Society to be distributed by them according to their rules. 

The Board directed the Treasurer to pay the year’s interest of 
the “G. W. Lowe Fund” to the two most needy cases as determined 
by the stewards; also to pay the interest of the “Osborn Fund” to 
the Conference collections for Church Extension. 

The term of oflSce as trustees of Samuel Clements, Seth Reed and 
J. E. Jacklin expires the present year, and the Board respectfully 
nominate them for reelection. — S. Reed, Secretary. 

The report was adopted, the Secretary was instructed to 
cast the ballot of the Conference for the persons nominated, 
and a draft for $1,000 was ordered in favor of the interest fund 
of the Superanuated Preachers’ Aid Society. 

The Corporate Conference adjourned, and Bishop Cranston, 
resumed the chair.

Detroit Annual Conference, 

On motion of L. E. Fiske it was resolved that the funds 
raised in the general educational collection the coming confer- 
ence year be paid into the treasury of Albion College, and 
that we will seek to make it at least ten cents per member on 
our respective charges. 

Dr. G. K. Morris addressed the Conference on the work of 
the Boston School of Theology, and Dr. C. H, Payne, on some 
of the educational interests of the church. 

The following resolutions concerning the Episcopal resi- 
dence at Detroit were adopted: 

We cheerfully reaffirm the many expressions given in the past to 
our delight in having a resident Bishop in our state, and now express 
the earnest wish that, inasmuch as the indebtedness upon the Epis- 
copal residence can not be paid at this time, some such adjustment 
on that indebtedness be made as will relieve us of the necessity of 
dealing with the matter each year; and to this end we adopt the 
following, believing that the Michigan Conference will join with us 
in a similar effort: 

1. That our laymen be requested to pay the interest upon the 
note of $5,300, and also the insurance and tax upon the residence. 

2, That the pastors of this Conference be asked to accept the 
apportionment annually of 1500, in proportion to salaries received, 
this sum to be applied upon the principal of said note of $5,300, until 
it is paid.— C. T. Allen. 

Dr. H. C. Jennings, one of the publishing agents of the 
Book Concern, was introduced and addressed the Conference. 

It was moved that all who have completed examinations 
in the published books in the course of study shall be excused 
from examinations in the unpublished text-books. Carried. 

It was ordered that undergraduates whose standing in any 
studies of the course has been recognized by approved schools 
be excused from examinations in such studies, and such stand- 
ing be recognized. 

It was ordered that all candidates, before taking the exam- 
ination for admission on trial, be required to file with the 
registrar their answers to the disciplinary questions concern- 
ing debt and the use of tobacco. 

It was ordered that the plan of examinations adopted by 
the Board of Examinations be published in the minutes at the 
expense of the general fund. 
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Clarence E Allen was granted leave of absence to attend a 
funeral. 

J. H. McIntosh offered the following resolution, which wa's 
adopted : 

Inasmuch as some of the Bishops have expressed their willing- 
ness to comply with the wishes of the members of the Detroit Con- 
ference, as far as possible, in the appointment of presiding elders to 
the different districts, 

Resolved, That our Bishops be respectfully requested not to 
appoint any retiring presiding elder to another district until he shall 
have served at least one term as pastor on some charge in the Con- 
ference. 

Dr. J. P. D. John, of the Indiana Conference, and Joseph 
Smith, of the Philadelphia Conference, were introduced. 

It was ordered that the presiding elder of the district and 
the pastor of the church where the next Conference shall be 
held be instructed to reserve the first evening of the session

Csor^e Jaylor. 

On the morning of May 27th, after six weeks of illness, in his eighty- 
eighth year, this soldier of the cross and veteran of the war^of the 
rebellion, was promoted to eternal reward. For sixty-nine years he 
was a minister of the gospel. Before his nineteeth year had passed 
he had pressed upon him an exhorter’s license, and at the age of 
twenty he was licensed as a local preacher and his name placed on 
the plan of the Maidstone circuit. This was in his native land. He 
was born at Mereworth, England, January 2, 1810. He came of a 
sturdy English family who were zealous members of the established 
church. As a boy of eleven years he was taught the tailor’s trade 
and followed that pursuit until twenty-two years of age, when he 
came to the United States. Greatly to the chagrin and disappoint- 
ment of his parents he had decided to become a Methodist. It was 
a matter of much moment in the life of the lad, for his relatives de- 
spised him for his decision and turned their backs upon him, while 
his father urged him not to disgrace his mother. His life was so 
zealous that his father was later delighted to acknowledge his Meth- 
odist son. On reaching New York he at once united with the Allen 
St. ^1. E. Church. Cholera became epidemic in New York a few 
weeks later and young Taylor, with many others, left the city. The 
following September he was appointed a supply in the Genesee Con- 
ference, and continued as such for four years, working part of the 
time at his trade to gain enough substance for a living. The last two 
years of the time he received thirty and Seventy-five dollars for his 
salary, but saw many souls converted. He had married Miss Clarissa 
Sibley of Chili, N. Y., and a few months later she was taken from 
earth. In 1837 Bro. Taylor joined the Genesee Conference. In 
August, 1838, he married Miss Julia C. Whittier of Ogden, N. Y. 
After ten years of service in the Genesee Conference he was trans- 
ferred to the Michigan Conference and appointed to Saline. In 1847 
and ’48 to Ypsilanti ; 1849 and ’50, Congress street, Detroit. In 
the latter pastorate he became acquainted with Lieutenant, after- 
w'ard President Grant, w'ho often spoke of Bro. Taylor as his De'roit 
pastor. In 1851 and ’52, Lafayette avenue, Detroit, and then changed 
to Pontiac. In ’53 and ’51, Romeo ; ’55 and ’56, Flint; ’57, Howell; 
’58, Owosso; ’59 and ’60, Ann Arbor and Dixboro ; ’61, Milford. Bro. 
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Taylor was enthusiastic in his love for country, When the war 
broke out he enlisted and was at once appointed a recruiting officer 
by Gov. Austin Bl«ir. At the Conference of 18G2 he was appointed 
chaplain of the Eighth Regiment, Michigan Infantry. His health 
failed him and he was ordered from the field. In 1863 he was made 
supernumary to accept the agency of the Christian Commission. In 
this position he collected many thousands of dollars in money and 
supplies and secured a large number of men and women to go to the 
front as nurses in the field and hospitals. At the close of the war 
Bro. Taylor designed returning to the active ministry, but instead, 
at the urgent solicitation of Hon. John Owen, of sacred memory, and 
with the consent of the Conference, he was made financial agent of 
the Michigan Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Monument Association. Failure 
of health, the death of his beloved wife, after protracted illness, and 
the almost fatal illness of himself prostrated him completely. Very 
tedious was his return to health. In 1875, while at Washington, he 
called on President Grant. The President received him at once> 
asked where he was stopping, and immediately sent for his baggage. 
The remaining part of his visit in Washington was spent at the 
White House. The President inquired what he was doing, and ad- 
vised him to apply for a clerkship. He received an appointment at 
once. In 1878 he resumed work as pastor in his Conference and 
preached for two years. Since then his home has been with his 
daughter, Mrs. Celia A. Lozee, who with one son, our co-laborer. Rev. 
S. G. Taylor, alone remain of his family. His closing days were 
passed in reading and writing until his eyesight became so dim that 
he could no longer see to read. But his last months were only in the 
darkness of physical sight; his spiritual sight growing ever clearer as 
he realized so beautifully that, “ at evening time it shall be light.” 



Dul^e U/I?itely 

Was born at Greetland, Yorkshire, England, in the year 1820, and 
died at his home in Orion, Michigan, Nov. 13, 1896. 

His convex sion, in his eighteenth year, was soon followed by a 
call to preach the gospel. In harmony with his sense of duty, he was 
made a local preacher in the following year. In 1847 he came to 
America, preached in the New Jersey Conference three years as a 
supply, and then joined the New York East Conference of the^Meth- 
odist Protestant Church. Here he served, during a period of sixteen 
years, some half-dozen charges. In 1866 he was transferred to Mich- 
igan, and appointed, in order, to the following churches: Franklin, 
Lapeer, Flint and Pontiac. 
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At the session of the Detroit Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, held at East Saginaw in 1872, Brother Whitely was 
admitted into membership in that body, which relation he sustained 
till death. His appointments in this Conference have been : Owosso 
and Bennington, one year; Midland, two years; Orion, three years; 
Sharon, three years; Addison, two years; Franklin, one year ; Troy, 
two years; New Hayen, one year. At the close of his labors in this 
last appointment, in the fall of 1887, he was granted a superannuate 
relation. From that time he resided in Orion, where he rendered 
valuable assistance to the church and was highly appreciated by its 
pastors. His biographer thus characterizes him: “ Brother Whitely 
was a quiet and unostentatious man, conscientiously and indus- 
triously attending to his duties and seeking no higher reward than 
the consciousness of fidelity to the trust committed to his care. He 
was a substantial man, neither volatile nor explosive. His strong 
common sense and vigorous intellectual nature saved him from 
liability to be swept into errors and sensations. He was a good 
thinker and a sober-minded gospel preacher.” 

His death was triumphant. Long before the hour of dissolution 
came he had relinquished his hold upon the things that are seen, 
and, with longing heart, was awaiting the summons to enter upon 
his eternal inheritance. During several weeks of severe sufiering. 
Divine grace sustained him in patience of soul and calmness of spirit 
until the Master said: “It is enough.”

AVas born in Macomb County, Mich., December 31, 1839, and died in 
Bay View, July 12, 1897. 

His early years were spent in hard woilc on the farm, his father 
dying while he was quite young. He attended the district school 
winters, where he obtained the rudiments of a good education. He 
entered the late war as a volunteer, in 1862, and spent three years in 
the service of his country, and so deported himself as a soldier that 
he was made Lieutenant and .Adjutant of his regiment. A little 
before he entered the army he was genuinely converted to God, and 
in his army life he did not dishonor his high birth. 

When home on a furlough, in 1864, he was married to Miss Lydia 
E., daughter of the late and highly esteemed John Tinsman, of 
Romeo, with whom his subsequent life was one of undisturbed and 
exalted domestic bliss. Soon after the close of the war, Bro. Davis 
resolved on obtaining a more thorough education, preparatory to 
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entering the ministry, a decided prompting to which his soul had 
felt ever since his conversion. He accordingly moved his family to 
Evanston, 111., where he spent four years in the Northwestern Uni- 
versity, graduating in 1872 He then continued his studies one year 
in the Garrett Biblical Institute, finishing his theological course in 
1873, and that fall offered himself and was received on probation in 
the Detroit Conference, and into its membership in 1875. 

His appointments were, to Haven Church, Detroit, Dexter, Ply- 
mouth, West Bay City, Bay City (then Alpena) District, Lincoln Ave- 
nue, Detroit, and the Adrian District, on which he was serving his fifth 
year in great esteem and usefulness when he was called home. 

As pastor, preacher and Presiding Elder, Bro. Davis was earnest, 
faithful and useful. He was emphatically a man of one work, and 
that work engaged all his time, talents and acquirements. His min- 
istry was eminently evangelical. His all controlling desire was the 
conversion of sinners and the sanctification of believers. This desire 
held him to the close study and faithful preaching of the fundamen- 
tal truths of the Bible, and it saved him from the erratic and fruit- 
less excursions into speculative and irrelevant fields where many 
preachers of the day gain the applause of the curious and the care- 
less. His own deep, personal experience of the doctrines he preached 
gave point and power to his preaching, and God blessed it to the sal- 
vation of the people and the upbuilding of the church under his 
ministry. He was never happier than when in the midst of a soul 
saving camp meeting or a sw'eeping revival. At the time of his 
death, which was preceded by a sickness of only a few hours, he w'as 
in charge of the camp meeting at Bay View, and had cherished high 
hopes of its spiritual results. 

Bro. Davis’ piety was of the cheerful type. The habitual smile 
upon his countenance was the reflection of the sweet cheerful spirit 
that dwelt within, and which shed brightness upon all around him. 

Bro. Davis was an aggressive man, with broad views, warm sym- 
pathies, active faith, and round and manly character. Once his 
brethren of the Conference elected him as their delegate to the Gen- 
eral Conference, and once as a reserve. The Northwestern University 
conferred on him the title of Doctor of Divinity, a title which he 
bore without ostentation. 

Bro. Davis’ funeral w'as held from the Central Church, Detroit, 
and was attended by a large number of ministers and people who 
followed his remains to their resting place in Woodmere cemetery. 
A widow, a son and a daughter remain to mourn his loss. And we as 
a Conference shall miss him from our sessions, from active religious 
work and worship in our assemblies. But we shall soon see him 
again in the home of the redeemed. 
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S^eodore p. Bari)u/i\. 

Bro. Barniini was born on March 3, 1851, in Steuben County, New 
York. The family came to Michigan in 1856, settling on a farm near 
Long Lake, in Genesee County. He was converted in his young 
manhood in special meetings held by Rev. Wm. Fox, of precious 
memory. Soon afterwards he was licensed to exhort, and gave 
evidence of talents adapted to the work of the ministry, but after a 
while, becoming discouraged and despondent, he ceased to work in 
this capacity. But during the pastorate of Rev. C. Simpson he was 
greatly blessed and encouraged by him to go on in the work, which, 
after earnest prayer and inquiry with God, he did. He was licensed 
as a local preacher by the Linden Quarterly Conference during Bro. 
Simpson’s second year as pastor, and was admitted to the Detroit 
Conference on trial at Bay City in 1880. Two years later he w'as 
received into full membership and ordained deacon by Bishop Peck. 
The appointments of our brother during his ministry were as follows: 
Mt. Morris, two years; Pine Run, one year; Hadley, three years; 
Vernon, three years; Fowlerville, five years ; Perry, where he died in 
the latter part of his third year. 

Bro. Barnum’s education w'as in the common schools. He w'as a 
diligent student after entering the ministry, pursuing the courses of 
study that w'ould be most helpful to him in his calling, and became a 
workman that had no occasion to be ashamed. He w'as alw’ays suc- 
cessful, leaving every charge which he served in much better condi- 
tion than he found it. He was an excellent preacher, drawing by a 
loving, forcible presentation of the truth. While successful in the 
various lines of work which devolved upon him as a minister, the 
pulpit w'as his throne, and he always filled it with great profit to his 
hearers. Bro. Barnum was not, in the strict sense of the term, a 
revivalist, and usually employed evangelistic aid. On every charge 
that he served he was favored with a blessed outpouring of grace, in 
w^hich believers were quickened and sinners converted to God. He 
w’as of a very genial disposition, and made strong friends, both in aud 
out of the church. The large number in attendance upon the funeral 
services, many of whom had driven from ten to twenty-five miles 
across the country from former charges, attested the high esteem in 
wdiich our brother was held. 

In 1871 Bro. Barnum was married to a worthy companion. Miss 
Eva Christian. To them were born five children. He departed tliis 
life on the morning of the Ihth of June. In the early part of the 
morning he appeared to be in his usual health, and commenced 
preparation for a funeral service which was to be held at 10:30 a. m. 
A little later, however, he was in considerable distress on account of 
<lifiiculty in breathing. From this ho recovered, temporarily, but 
after a few minutes he was taken with a feeling of faintness and 
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became much worse. His wife, hastening to his bedside, found him 
dying. She placed her hand upon his pulse, which beat but twice, 
and our brother was dead. The bereaved ones bear the great grief 
of his departure only by the help of that blessed Savior to whom the 
husband has gone. None knew our brother’s love for and joy in his 
home save those who were permitted to share it as intimate guests.

Was born in Cleveland, O., October 15, 1851, and died at his home in 
Holly, Mich., February 2, 1897. 

The only religious training Bro. Turner had in his early life was 
from his mother. 

Bro. Turner was converted under President Finney, w'hile attend- 
ing Oberlin College. But for some reason he lost his Christian 
experience and his religious faith, and for several years was an un- 
believer. He returned, however, to his God, and at once realizing 
his call to the ministry he responded. He graduated from Albion 
College in 1870, and joined the Northwest Iowa Conference, and was 
stationed at Britt, Clarion and Sioux City. 

He was ordained Deacon by Bishop Simpson in 1883, and Elder 
by Bishop Foss, in 1885. In 1887 he was transferred to the Detroit 
Conference, and stationed at Escanaba, in the Lake Superior District, 
where he remained for three years. From here he went to Iron wood 
two years, and to Lake Linden two years. At the Conference of 1894 
he was stationed at Northville, Detroit District, where he served a 
successful pastorate for two years. At the Conference last fall he 
was appointed to our church at Holly, from which charge his soul 
was translated. October 5, 1886, Bro. Turner was married to Miss 
Lee Wallace, of Jackson, Mich., who i>roved to be a loving and faith- 
ful helpmeet through the ten and a half years of their wedded life. 
Our brother was a man of fine presence and of a cheerful disposition. 
As a friend he was genial, kind and w’arm hearted. As a Christian 
he was simple, trustful and hopeful, always accepting uncomplain- 
ingly the lot Providence assigned him, 

Bro. Turner was a thoughtful, impressive and fearless preacher, 
and those who heard him were impressed, pleased and profited. As 
a pastor he faithfully cared for every interest in all departments of 
church work, thoughtfully caring for each member of his fiock. 

His religious experience was of a very pronounced type. He not 
only preached perfect love, but enjoyed the experience of it. 

Bro. Turner was a student. While in college he was particularly 
inclined to literature, and enjoyed poetry especially. He was 
(juite a wide reader. He was an uncompromising advocate of the 
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total prohibition of the liquor traffic. While stationed in Sioux City 
he took an active part in the enforcement of the temperance law, 
and was a friend and associate of Rev. Geo. C. Haddock, the martyred 
apostle of prohibition. He was with Haddock the evening the latter 
was shot. The anger of the liquor men was fierce towards Bro. Tur- 
ner, and his escape was only an act of Providence. 

Bro. Turner was not well after last Conference. Still he worked 
until the latter part of October, from which time he was unable to 
fill his pulpit. His last Sunday in church Bro. E. B. Bancroft spent 
the day with him, and he took charge of the morning service, and 
seemed much pleased to be able to be with his people again. It was, 
however, with much difficulty that he was able to sit through the 
service. He was driven home after service, and never entered the 
church again until he was carried there by his brethren. 

While all was still, and loved ones were watching, hoping and 
praying, the Master whom he had so faithfully served said: “ It is 
enough, come up higher.” 

The funeral services were held in the Methodist Church at Holly, 
on Thursday, February 4th, at noon, and were largely attended by 
residents of the village and neighboring pastors and friends. Rev. A. 
J. Bigelow, his Presiding fllder, had charge of the service, and was 
assisted by Rev. Fred. I. Walker, 0. Sanborn, Rev. J. E. Jacklin,Rev. 
0. F. Winton, Rev. H. E. Wolfe, Rev. A. R. Bartlett and Rev. Mr. 
Clark, pastor of the Baptist church. Bros. John Sweet, E. E. Caster, 
J. D. Halliday, J. B. Oliver, Alfonso Crane and G. M. Bigelow acted 
as pall bearers. The interment took place at Jackson, Mich., on the 
following day, conducted by Rev. John Graham, P. J. Maveety and 
J. F. Orwick. Four of the brethren in the ministry acted as pall- 
bearers. In the same room where ten years before Sister Turner 
became a happy bride, she parted with her beloved husband until 
they shall meet again in heaven.

Kate Green Cul merry, wife of the Rev. D. B. Millar, was born in 
the city of New York March 14, 1840, and died at her home in the 
Methodist parsonage at Caseville, Mich., Feb. 14, 1897. 

Sister Millar received her education among the Quakers at a 
boarding school situated on the Hudson River. She came to Mich- 
igan on a visit, during which she met Mr. D. B, Millar, to whom she 
was married on the 9th day of September, 1809. During the follow- 
ing year her husband felt called of God to the work of the Christian 
ministry and accepted an appointment as a supply on the New 
Haven, now the Ilender.son charge. During the first revival service 
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conducted by her husband in the Goss school house, Sister Millar, 
with many others, was led to a saving knowledge of Christ. She at 
once gave herself to the Church and to the work of her Savior, and 
became a true helpmeet in the work of the Christian ministry. 

Never demonstrative in .her religious life, she sought, with a 
spirit of self forgetfulness, to build up the kingdom of Christ. 

She was faithful to duty, and it may be said of her, “ She hath 
done what she could.” 

For twenty- six years she shared in the joys and sorrows, in the 
conflicts and victories of the itineracy. 

Her last illness, of about three weeks duration, was marked by 
intense suflering of body and by great peace in Christ. The Master 
whom she had sought to honor in health did not fail her in the time 
of her suffering. In one^of her seasons of great agony she said to 
her husband, “lam nearing the crossing.” When he asked her if 
the way was clear, she responded, “Oh, it is beautiful.” At another 
time, when asked if the Saviour was near, she replied, I see His 
bright, brilliant face.” On Sabbath morning, February 14, she passed 
over into the rest that remains for the people of God. 

The funeral services were held in the M. E. Church at Caseville, 
Rev. F. A. Armstrong, of Pinnebog, assisted by a number of the 
neighboring pastors of our own and sister churches conducting the 
service, after which all that was mortal of our sister was laid to rest 
in the beautiful Oak Bluff cemetery overlooking Saginaw Bay, near 
Caseville, there to await the resurrection of the just.

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REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 




FREEDMEN’S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATIONAL 

SOCIETY. 

This society was organized in August, 18G6. Its object | 

is to establish schools among both the white and black people 
of the South. Fifty schools have already been established, with 
property valued at nearly $2,000,000. More than 100,000 students 
have attended these schools. At present there are 679 studying 
along industrial lines, 225 are preparing for the Christian min- 
istry, 225 are studying medicine and 597 preparing for work as 
teachers. 

The African people are on the hearts of the Christian church, 
and are coming to the attention of the world as never before in 
the history of the race. We have now 600,000 communicants on 
what was once slave territory. 

The Methodist Church is more charged with the responsibil- i 

ity to care for them than is any other church in the United States. | 

Yet no society of our church has been so sorely afflicted as that 
for which I write. Five thousand charges took no collection for 
this society last year. Three thousand reported only one dollar. 

Such negligence not only imperils the faith of the church, but 

cripples the society. Schools are being carried this year with 

far less than the usual number of teachers. Four universities | 

are without presidents, in order that expenses may be reduced. I 

The appeal in behalf of the society for the payment of the debt 

has received a response from more than 1,000 churches, reducing 

the debt about $12,000. If the churches in the connection were 

to respond as nobly $100,000 would be realized. If every charge 

paid its apportionment the debt would be cancelled in two years. 

Let us do our part. Our apportionment is $3,900. Our Treas- j 

urer reports $1,438 received, an increase of $92 over last year. ' 

We urge that this cause be presented in every church in our Con- j 

ference at least once this year, and if any church has not taken a 
special collection for the debt, please do so.

I all our infiuence, by word and example, to check and destroy the

TEMPERANCE. 

The liquor traffic is such a gigantic evil that the utter de- 
struction of it should be the demand of the church of God. We 
especially commend the temperance instruction given in our pub- 
lic schools concerning the laws of health and hygiene. 

We, as a church, would express our sympathy with the ef- 
forts of the W. C. T. U. and endorse the great work they are 
doing. 

We are highly gratified at the action of our last General 
Conference continuing its aggressive position against the traffic, 
and we unite in reiterating our principles as follows: 

First. That total abstinence from intoxicating beverages 
is the duty of every individual. 

Second. That the liquor traffic is a business at once injur- 
ious, criminal, and antagonistic to every interest of the church. 

Third. We condemn the license feature of all statutes, by 
which money is accepted for legal protection of an immoral 
traffic. 

Fourth. In accepting money for such purpose the govern- 
ment, whether national, state, county or municipal, becomes a 
partner in a business justly declared to be an enemy of God and 
man. 

Fifth. That the Christian’s only proper attitude toward the ' 
liquor traffic is that of relentless hostility, and that all members 
of the M. E. Church who enjoy the elective franchise should so 
use that solemn trust as to promote the rescue of our country 
from the guilt and dishonor which have been brought upon it by a 
political and criminal complicity with the liquor traffic. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

First. That at each session of every Annual Conference 
there shall be held, wherever practicable, under the auspices of 
the Conference Temperance Society or Committee, a Conference 
anniversary or mass meeting, in the interest of temperance and 
prohibition. 

Second. We join with our General Conference, the five 
Ohio and Detroit Annual Conferences, the late International Ep- 
worth League Convention, in giving our endorsement to the Anti- 
Saloon League in its efforts to suppress the open American sa- 
loon; and pledge our hearty co-operation with the Michigan State 
Superintendent, Rev. John F. Brant, and his field workers in 
holding Anti-Saloon Sundays, organizing local and county 
leagues for an aggressive campaign of agitation, law enforcement 
and advanced temperance legislation, looking toward the com- 
plete prohibition of the liquor traffic in the commoiiwealtli and 
nation. 

Third. That, in harmony with the action of other religious 
bodies, the third Sunday in October, in each year, or some other 
proximate day, be observed as Temperance Sunday in all our 
churches, under the direction of the pastor. 

Fourth. That special attention be given to the cause of 
temperance in our Sunday Schools and Epworth Leagues. 

Fifth. That we recommend to the. Annual Conference the 
appointment of a permanent committee of three, auxiliary to the 
permanent committee of the General Conference. 

Sixth. That in every district of Detroit Annual Conference 
a committee be appointed, of which the Presiding Elder shall be 
Chairman, with instructions to co-operate with the permanent 
committee of the Conference; such district committee to be ap- 
pointed by the Permanent Committee on Temperance of the 
Annual Conference. 

Seventh. That the Committee on Tempei-ance of each Quar- 
terly Conference be recommended to further such organization 
of the members of the church and congregation as may be prac- 
ticable for the co-operation in each church, under the direction 
of the pastor and Quarterly Conference, with the permanent com- 
mittee of the District and Annual Conference. 

Eighth. We recommend that collections be taken on Tem- 
perance Sunday, to be divided as follows: one-fourth to the Gen- 
eral Conference Committee; one-fourth to the Annual Conference 
Committee; one-half to the Quarterly Conference Committee.

It is quite a surprise to learn that the Board of Education 
has given $000 more to students of our Conference this year than 
the Conference raised for that work. We ought not be the re- 
cipient of the charity of other Conferences in this matter. If the 
102 brethren who took no collection for this cause last year had 
done so this need not have happened. All are exhorted to sym- 
pathetic activity in this cause. We congratulate the Board of 
Education on having aided 1,741 students throughout Methodism 
the past year. 

We rejoice in the degree of success that has attended the 
work of Albion College the past year. We congratulate the Col- 
lege on the $12,000 in subscriptions and cash and $12,000 in addi- 
tion in legacies secured by E. B. Bancroft, Conference Agent for 
Albion. 

AVe deeply regret, however, the heavy indebtedness of the 
College, and urge upon the brethren of the Conference two 
things: 

(1.) To strenuously attempt to raise, and if possible raise 
more than, the ten cents per member for Albion, voted by us at 
this Conference. 

.(2.) To study the membership of our respective charges, 
with a view of securing legacies for this noble institution. 

\\e beg leave to nominate as Trustees of Albion College: To 
succeed the late L. P. Davis, Joseph F. Berry, of Chicago. To 
succeed themselves, A. T. Bliss, of Saginaw; Henry M. Loud, of 
Oscoda. As ATsitors: To Albion College— Henry E. Wolfe, M. AV. 
Gifford. Boston School of Theology — P. C. Pillsbury, S. 
Horner. Garrett Biblical Institute — E. AA^ Ryan, John Sweet. 
AA"oman*s College, Baltimore — S. AA^ Horner. As Members of the 
Advisory Board of the AA'esleyan Guild at Ann Arbor — A. B. 
Storms and A. AA". Stalker. 

AVe respectfully urge upon the younger men of the Confer- 
ence the value of a Theological School training, and commend to 
their thoughtful attention the three great theological schools of 
the church: Boston Theological School, Drew Theological Semi- 
nary and Garrett Biblical Institute.

B. Baker, Miss Nettie Hart, Miss Dorothy Leavitt; also Mrs 
Kellar, Associate Deaconess. 

Two of the number have spent seven months in work in the 
Conference outside of Detroit. Miss Kate Blackburn and Miss 
Deborah Kerfoot assisted several pastors in evangelistic work. 
Mrs. Kellar still retains her position as Superintendent of the Till- 
man Mission in the Polish district. The course of study has been 
pursued by the probationers in the Home.

CHURCH EXTENSION. 

From 1866, when the work of Church Extension was begun, 
to 1897, the Board has collected and disbursed $5,882,000. With 
this it has aided 10,460 churches, more than one-third of the entire 
number owned by our denomination. Up to November 1, 1896, 
1.36 churches in the Detroit Conference have received aid by do- 
nations of .$31,065 and loans of $2,73.5.04. For the coming year 
our church is asked to raise $.5,500. Upon approved application 
needy churches may receive $.5,000.

1. That we commend the Board of Church Extension for its 
successful work in the past. 

2. That we pledge our most earnest effort to raise the full 
amount of our apportionment.

1. Faithfully to carry out our disciplinary provisions for 
raising missionary money. 

2. Faithfully to co-operate with the managers of the Mis- 
sionary Society in their plans for the payment of the debt. 

3. We recommend to the Secretaries of the Society that they 
arrange for a special Christmas offering in the hope that it may 
extinguish the debt.

RULES OF ORDER 

As Adopted in 1869, Modified in 1875, and Adopted at Each 

Session Since. 



1. The ronference shall meet at o’dock L m., and adjourn at 12 M., hut may alter 

the time of meeting and adjourn at its discretion. v i. ^ 

2 The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Conference 
stood adjourned The first half hour of the session shall be devote i to rel-gious seivices 

and thereafter the journals of the preceding day shall be read and approved. ^ 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Con- 
ference: but, in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all committees not otherwise specially ordered by the Conference, 
but any member mav decline serving on more than one committee at the sanie time. 

5. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to writing, 
if the’ President, Secretary, or any member of the Conference requests it. 

6 When a motion, resolution or report presented, is read by the Secretary, or stated 
by the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but any motion or 
r^olution may be withdrawn by the mover at any time before action or amendment. 

7 No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under consideration has 
been ’disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one of the following 
should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in the order in which they are 
placed, viz; Indefini e postponement, lying on the table, reference to a committee, post-

8 No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, to call 
him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities, or disrespectUil lan- 
guage* but any member may call the attention of the President to the subject when he 
deems the speaker out of order, or any other member may explain when he thinks him- 

9 Wlmn any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the Con- 
ference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more than ntteen 
minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any person speak more 

than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken, 

11 When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall he m order for any 
member who voted with the prevailing side to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services of Conference without leave, 

unless he is sick or unable to attend. . . * 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the b^ oi 
the Conference at the time such question is put by the President, exctpt >'y leave of Con- 
ference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question is put shall 
give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuse him.

16. The Secretary shall keep a journal of the procerdings of the Conference, and, 
when approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. He shall take 
charge of the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve them with care;

REGULATIONS. 



1. No candidate for admission on trial shall be received to examination 
except on the written statement of a Presiding Eider that he intends to present 
the name of said candidate to the Conference. 

2. Two examinations shall beheld during the year: One in May, at such 
places as the Board of Examiners may determine ; the other at the seat of the 
Annual Conference the day before the opening session. 

3. The May examinations shall be held simultaneously. All candidates are 
required to appear for examination in May, or furnish satisfactory excuse for 
absence. 

4. It is desirable that all sermons, essays and syllabi shall be delivered at 
the May examinations, or sent to the Registrar before that time. 

5. Each Examiner shall prepare and send to the Chairman a sufficient num- 
ber of copies of a list of printed or written questions, not more than twenty in 
number, on each subject assigned him, two weeks before the time of examina- 
tion. A second list of questions shall be prepared for those who are con- 
ditioned. Also two lists for all studies assigned to May. 

6. All examinations shall take place in the presence of a member of the 
Board, who shall immediately forward the papers to the Registrar. 

7. The candidate shall be required to finish writing on one study before 
receiving questions on another. 

-8. The papers shall not be signed, but the name of the candidate shall be 
w’ritten on a separate sheet and attached to or inclosed with each of his papers. 

9. The Registrar shall forward the papers to the proper E.xaminer, accom- 
panied by a number corresponding to the number of the candidate’s name on 
his roll. 

10. At the several examinations the subjects will be taken up in the order 
in which they appear in this schedule. After the class has written upon a set 
of questions, no absentee shall be permitted to write upon the same set with- 
out consent of the Board ; or, in case of the May e.xaminations, without con- 
sent of the conducting Examiner. 

11. A properly authenticated certificate showing that a candidate has 
already pursued and passed a satisfactory examination in a prescribed study, 
as a regular attendant on the class room instruction, in an accepted literary or 
theological institution of the Methodist Episcopal Church, shall be received 
in lieu of (..'onference e.xamination, except on Doctrine and Discipline. 

12. Examinations shall, as far as possible, be in writing; they shall be 
graded upon the .scale of 100, and 70 shall be required to pass. 

13. Examiners shall give such instruction and guidance in studies as pos- 
sible by correspondence. 

14. By order of the Conference each candidate is required to pay annually, 
at his first examination, a fee of fifty cents. 

15. The May examinations shall be held on the last Wednesday of that 
month, at 9.00 A. m , at places and under the supervision of examiners, as fol- 
lows : Detroit, Tabernacle Church, E. S. Ninde, C. M. Thompson : Adrian, C. L. 
Adams, S. L. Ramsdell; Port Huron, First Church, P. R. Parrish : Bay City, 
Madison Avenue Church, C, B. Steele; Flint, Court Street Church, H. E. Wolfe; 
Alpena. F. L. Osborne, H. F. Shier; Negaunee, I. Wilcox, E. A. Elliott. The 
examiners on any district may, by application to the Chairman, secure a 
change of the place or places of examinations, from the above plan, if upon 
consultation with the Presiding Elder it shall be deemed advisable.
